New Paris Creations in Headwear. 


There are new hats in Paris with higher crowns 
slanting inwards towards the top, and flat brims 
curving slightly down back and front. When 
most accentuated as to crown they are very sim- 
ilar to the hat worn by Sarah Bernhardt in 
“Theroigne,’ a plume of feathers being substi- 
tuted for the large, flat rosette. A tew venture- 
some individuals have appeared wearing hats 
still more peculiar, the crown being. narrower 
and more pointed. These were immediately dub- 
bed by the critics ‘Mother (;o0se” hats. and jocu- 
lar suggestions were made as to the possibility of 
the wearers riding home on a broomstick. A wo- 
man seated in the balcony of a theater the other 
evening created quite a sensation with a hat of 
this kind, covered smooth with black velvet and 
trimmed with a golden Bird of Paradise fixed to 
its right side, the tail of which floated far beyond 
the brim. I mention this merely to gtve you an 
idea of the lengths to which some milliners are 
going. No such hats are likely to be adopted 


generally. 


The Great Use of Ostrich Plumes in Paris. 


The most noted. firms are running into wild 
extravagance in the matter of plumes. Mme. 
Reboux, who makes large hats as well as small, 
is. surmounting the former with quantities of 
long tips or half-long amazons. The stems are 
often collected together behind the crowns, and 
the feathers themselves curve over to the front 
and sides, almost covering the hat. The soft beret 
crown often attains almost exaggerated proportions» 
Usually it is more like a voluminous drapery cover- 
ing the center of the hat and pleated fullest at the 
back, but it is supported by a stiff crown underneath 
that may be made higher in the center, shelving for- 
ward or from the side, as preferred. More often than 
not the velvet selected for the beret crown is some- 
thing the same color as the felt brim, but of a much 
deeper shade; still green velvet is not unfrequently 
used for beige, fawn or brown felt. In some cases 
the velvet is worked with little pompadour bouquets, 
Hats with these crowns have flowers and feathers 
at the back or side. 


Hats of the Second Empire Worn in Paris. 


Much favor is extended to shapes borrowed from 
the period of the Second Empire. These are called 
“Metternich” or “Pourtales” hats, after two noted 
court ladies of that time. They are of medium size, 
and longer than they are broad, with the brim rolled 
up right and left, forming a point, which, the hat be- 
ing tilted very much forward, comes down almost on 
a level with the eyebrow. One of the. favorite 
ways of trimming these is with two or more ama- 
zons set in an arrow shaped sheath (cut jet or steel), 
the point of which is in front, the feathers rising up 
at the back. Supplementary feathers are often in- 
troduced behind. Paradise plumes and voluminous 
sheafs of aigrette, large wings and fancy mounts 
are also used. One model I was shown in pastel 
pink felt was trimmed with two ibis wings, turn- 
ing up the brim on either side, and velvet to match. 
But neutral tints and browns are more frequently 
seen, enlivened by colored trimmings. 

An extremely attractive hat, somewhat after the 
“Derby” hat in shape, is a blocked model in white 
French felt, faced with taffeta silk in a delicate tone 
of moss-green. Five rows of piping border the fac- 
ing; a made ostrich plume in the moss-green paling 
out to white, and running to a deep willow tip, is 
laid around the crown from the right side of the 
back to the left side of the back, the willow tip fall- 
ing over a cluster of six large green tinged white 
rosebuds posed at the center of the back, and white 
tulle is draped on the inside bandeau. 

A medium large hat, with very wide and low 
square crown, and brim a little uplifted all around, 
constructed of satin in soft rose color (or the Guig- 
nol of the last syndicate card), has on the brim inch- 
wide binding of rose-colored velvet. Encircling the 
crown is a garland ot velvet pansies in deep purple, 
terminating at the front under a large rose; two 
roses posed at the left side hold two demi-long white 
ostrich plumes which sweep backward, and tulle, 
fluffed around the back, drapes the inside bandeau. 


Shaping the Breton Hats. 


The Breton-shaped hats are now blocked with 
higher crowns than they were earlier in the season, 
and trimmed much higher. In the latest produc- 
tions the crowns are not soft though the brims main- 
tain relative softness. Some have bowler crowns. 
If the hat is of plain cloth felt, these are either 
blocked or made separate and mounted on a plateau. 
For rough felts longer plateaux are selected, and 
that the proper form of rigid crown may be ob- 
tained, the middle of the plateau is cut into tongue- 
shaped pieces which, when gummed on a firm basis, 
fit together like the quarters of a melon. Ostrich is, 
of course, in request for the trimming of these hats 
—two amazons of different colors or plumes of long 
tips. But wide quills are also used. A _ pastel 
mauve felt hat has a twisted torsade of orchid velvet 
round the crown, more of the same velvet to loop 
up the brim, which is surmounted by three pairs of 
wide quills set straight up. One-half of each of 
these couteaux or quills are dark brown, the barb 
on the opposite side of the quill being respectively 
orchid mauve, mo&ss-green and coppercolor for 
each pair.
